Mr. Editor: I notice you ne^er 
tire of hackling Tree pilver. 1 want 
to know how you can reconcile the 
fallowing facts. You gold advocates 
all contend ir we had free silver 
it would give the mine-owner a 
profit of 100 per cent, when he took 
his bullion to the mint and had it 
converted into a dollar, and it is a 
terrible thing to have him make 
that profit. In the next breath 
they will tell you the law adds 
nothing to the value of the metal 
under the free coinage of silver, 
and 50-cents' worth of bullion will 
only be a 50-cent dollar. Both 
statements cannot be true. If you 
convert 50 cents' worth of bullion 
into a 50-cent dollar there is no 
profit to the mine-owner. And if 
the mine owner makes a profit by 
converting 50 cents' worth of bul 
lion into 100 cents then there arc 
no 50 cent dollars. 



They 

have their property in real estate, 
silver mines, silver bullion, and 
gold mortgages. None of this can 
be adversely effected by changing 
the money standard from a 100- 
cent dollar to a 50-cent dollar. But 
suppose part of their capital is 
borrowed : with a free-silver law 
they can have each 50-cents' worth 
of silver they own coined into a 
50-cent legal-tender dollar and wipe 
out with each 100-cents' worth of 
debt. There they make 50 per 
cent, in paying their debts. Then 
they can hire their employes for a 
while at least to do 100-cents' 
worth of work for each 50-cent 
dollar. On these two items alone 
they make 50 per cent., and it is a 
big thing and a certain one. Then 
if the silver experiment is a suc- 
cess in increasing the market value 
of silver they make a profit propor- 
tionate to the increase. They play 
to win, without risk of losing. — 
Editor.J

The gracious compliment in re- 
gard to the monopoly of Democrat- 
ic-party intellect is gratefully ac- 
knowledged. After your soft im- 
peachment it would be useloss to 
deny any longer the existence of 
the Brains Trust. But, old friend, 
if you will kindly mention it you 
shall not any more suffer from 
your own vacuity of Democratic 
thought as long as we control the 
"close corporation." Now, for in- 
stance, if you had submitted this 
patriarch statement to is we could 
have shown you that we had learn- 
ed our books suflieicntly to teach 
that Hamilton was not a patriarch 
of the Democratic party any more 
than Beelzebub was a Bible patri- 
arch. 

Regarding our not having read 
the Chicago platform, that wns a 
gratuitous and puerile shot at ran- 
dom, nnd we were not there. Real- 
ly, now, wasn't that unworthy ot 
our kind friend's naturally cour- 
teous treatment of a rival debater 
except occasionally in politics? 

In pursuance of dutiful drudgery 
we have waded through untold col- 
umns and pages ot dismal silverite 
rot that we might have avoided 
had we been less desirous of in- 
forming ourselves upon silverite 
doctrines; but reading, and under- 
standing the intents and purposes 
of, that Chicago platform, and und- 
erstanding the motives and actions 
of the parties whose influence was 
paramount in formulating it, was 
an unshirkable necessity so far as 
we possessed the ability and op- 
portunity to do so. Y'es, we read 
it, and if you had read the issues 
of The Outlook subsequent to the 
convention you would have known 
that we denounced its salient fea- 
tures iu detail. A newspaper of- 
fice gets in its various exchanges 
and otherwise access to about all 
the arguments on both sides of the 
money issue and other political is- 
sues, and the conscientious, indus- 
trious newspaper worker certainly 
takes advantage of his opportuni- 
ties in that respect. In remoter 
historical matters the standard 
works supply sutlh-ient material for 
never-ending research. These I 
storehouses may or may not bo 
drawn upon, depending upon how 
thorough and accurate the writer j 
or speaker w ishes to be. 



We do think it not good policy 
to ghoiilishly resurrect dead nnd 
buried war issues for the sake of 
their prejudicial effect on current 
politics. Only a short time ago 
Gen. Wallace made a bloody-shirt 
public criticism of the building of 
the Richmond monument to Jeffer- 
son Davis. Some of our ex-Con- 
federate friends were very wrathv 
at his utterances, and, we thought, 
justly so. The obligation to ab- 
stain from reviving war animosi- 
ties is as binding upon <>n 
the other. On the Southern 
it is necessary as a political policy, 
if for no other reason, for the pre- 
ponderance of population is in the 
North, and the consequent influ 
MM of such prejudices is lunch 
more potent for mischief against 
the majority party in the South. 

Gen. Palmer while in command 
iu Kentucky had to obey the orders 
of his superiors. Any blame must 
attach to his superiors. So far as 
we can learn he was as moderate 
personally as any one in his posi- 
tion could well have been. There- 
fore it is not good policy, nor gen- 
erosity to Gen. Buckner, to assail 
Gen. Palmer M his war record. If 
(ien. Palmer had been nominated 
as a silverite in place of Bryan the 
silverites would have supported 
him enthusiastically anil fwlt in- 
dignant if the gold-standard people 
had sought to arouse prejudices bv 
the bloody shirt method. 

Coming to Hamilton again, our 
information coincides with yours 
so far as you state the agreement 
between him and Jellerson on a 
bimetallic bill is concerned. They 
agreed that the commercial ratio 
between gold nnd silver was the 
only proper coinage ratio. They 
thought they found the commercial 
ratio to be 15 to L The law made 
in accordance with their agreement 
provided for bimetallism, but did 
not establish it. Bimetallism with 
unlimited coinage of both metals 
has never been established longer 
than the commercial ratio coincided 
with the coinage ratio, which has 
never been for more than a brief 
time. 

The 15 to 1 ratio having failed 
to secure bimetallism, or the con- 
current circulation of gold and 
silver, the coinage of the silver dol- 
lar was suspended by Jefferson 
during his term of otlice, nnd its 
coinage was not resinned until in 
IS34, when, with President Jack- 
son's and the Democratic party's 
approval, the act was passed avow- 
edly to establish the gold standard, 
which it did. Jefferson found the 
bimetallic theory a failure; so did 
Jackson. Jefferson and Jackson 
are patriarchs of the Democratic 
party, and the Nntional Democracy 
can and docs look to them for in- 
spiration, and not to the Popoerat- 
ie McKiuley Aid Society, that, to 
plagiarize Col. W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge, mado McKinley's election 
certain by their Chicago business. 
The National Democrats wanted a 
home-like place of refuge, and they 
met at Indianapolis and magnifi- 
cently established it.
